TEMPERATURE IN CHICAGO YESTERDAY. 
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The coldest day of the winter thus far 
proved to be the busiest day Chicago firemen 
have had for many months. More than 100 
alarms were sounded yesterday and several 
stubborn fires were fought. More fire com- 
panies were transferred to other houses tem- 
porarily than ever before in the history of 
the department. 

Slightly. moderating temperature during 
the night gave hope that today would be 
warmer and that there would be leas suffer- 
ing than yesterday. 

It was estimated by charity workers that 
more than half the destitute and needy per- 
sons ef the city were deterred by the severity 
of the weather during the day and feared to 
vemture out to seek food, fuel, and clothing. 
Heavy applications for charity relief are ex- 
pected today, The better to do smarted under 
the lash of winter until by night there were 
hundreds of frofén ears and noses. 


Fire Losses Nearly $1,000,000. 

Losses totaling nearly $1,000,000 were 
caused by the fires of the day. The principal 
ones follow:

Destruction of Illinois Club. 


The Illinois club, with its $175,000 art gal- 
lery, was practically destroyed in less than 
an hour despite the efforts of a dozen engine 
companies to stop the flames. The building 
formerly was owned by J. Russell Jones, 
who was a close personal friend of President 
U. 8. Grant, and when the latter visited the 
city he stopped at the Jones residence, which 
later became the Illinois club. 

The fire was discovered at 6:30 o’clock by 
Edward W. Wynn, a club member. Before 
the first engine company arrived the blaze 
had spread throughout the second floor and 
was sweeping downward to the first ager 
and basement. 

William H. Bussey, 521 Jackson boulevard, 
president of the club, said the building and 
art gallery were a total loss, the amount in- 
volved being $825,000. Most of thisis covered 
by insurance. The club has among its mem- 
bers many of the most prominent men on 
the west side, and. three of Chicago's former 
mayors have “been on its rolis. 


Valuable Pictures Burned. 

One of the most prised pictures destroyed 
in the art gallery was the “ Frugal Meal.“ 
which was valued at $12,500. It was originally 
exhibited at the. world’s fair and later bought 
by the club. Another valuable picture was 
„ Lafayette, which had been in the club's 
possession since its organisation. 

The club was organized by John Rogers, 
who was the first president, he being followed 
by R. T. Crane and W. J. Wilson. But five of 
the charter members are living, these being 
Denis Hogan, Fred James, W. W. Evans, 
W. J. Wilson, and John King. 

The art gallery contained fifty valuable. 
paintings and seventy-five others of lesser 
worth. 

Qne of the members of the club detected 
smoke at noon, and when search was made 
for the fire it could not be found. An electri- 
cian was called in and he worked for several 
houre in a three foot space between the root 
and the ceiling of the second floor in an effort 
to find crossed wires, but failed. It is now 
believed that the flames burned in this space 
for several hours before breaking through 
into the art gallery.

‘Count’ Hamon, Alias ‘Cheiro the 
Palmist,’ Quits Paris (guickly. 


WOMEN ALLEGE HUGE FRAUD 


Editor, Social Leader, and Matrimo- 
nial Agent Badly in Hole. 


PARIS, Jan. 6.—" Count Louis Hamon, 
formerly known in America and Europe as 
“Cheiro, the Palmist,“ and before that as 
plain John Warner, isa fugitive from France 
tonight, and the entire American and Eng- 
lish colony is discussing one of the most 
meteoric and mysterious careers which ever 
dazzied Parisian society. 

Hamon is charged with embezzlement and 
his sumptuous offices, where he edited a 
newspaper called the American Register and 
conducted a bank and other enterprises to 
which Americans loaned capital, are empty, 
scores of creditors having descended on them 
and seized everything: 


Women Allege Big Fraud. 

The complainants against Hamon are Mrs. 
Julia P. Newell and Mise Josephine Pom- 
eroy, formerly of New York, but now resi- 
dents of Paris, who declare that they turned 
over to Hamon stocks of the market value 
of $500,000, on which Hamon agreed to raise 
a loan through London banks of $150,000. 
They allege, however, that Hamon neither 
negotiated the loans nor returned the stocks, 
in consequence of which they began a crim- 
mal action against the Hamon bank. 

An examining magistrate opened an in- 
vestigation, after which, according to Ha- 
mon u secretary, Hamon, learning that a 
warrant was about to be issued for his ar- 
rest, left for London. The secretary also 
asserted that the women had intrusted their 
money to Hamon for the purchase of stocks, 
but the deals had resulted in heavy losses 
owing to a break in the market. He declared 
that Hamon owed the women only $7,000. 


Even Ran Matrimonial Bureau. 

Since he arrived in Paris in 1902, when he 
transformed himself from Cheiro, the 
Palmist to Count Hamon,” Hamon had 
easy access to society. One of his special 
friends was a man known as Abbe de la 
Fresnaye,” whose scholarly and agreeable 
manner secured for him entry into the most 
exclusive circles. 

It was the Abbe who presented Hamon 
everywhere and introduced him to Mrs. 
Newell and many others, with whom later 
he bad business dealings. There are re- 
ports that Hamon and friends, as the result 
4 their high connection, were able to ar- 

many Marriages among people of 
id standing in the Anglo-American colony. 

Everybody talked of the mysterious 
Count Hamon, hie dashing manner, his 
beautiful apartments, his horses, his vast 
business ventures, including a pretentious 
champagne enterprise near Rheims, from 
which he supplied many of the high class 
restaurants in Paris, and of his bank and 
his society paper, advertised to the world by 
big electric le which helped to illuminate 
them in the gay place de l Opera: 


Source of Title Not Known. 

But Hamon’s life before he came to Paris 
a great mystery. It was known that he 
been Cheiro, the Palmist,“ who it was 

said had acquired vast sums of money in 
England and America, but how he had ac- 
quired the title ot count was not known, 
nor did that fact cause much anxiety. 

Hamon pow is penniless, according to his 

secretary. who further stated that he had 
lost $60,000 in recent operations, and that he 
hed been trying to pay ail his creditors, in- 
cluding Mrs. Newell and Miss Pomeroy. 

Their case, however, it is said, does not 

come under the jurisdiction of the French 
laws, as the negotiations heve been entirely 
placed in England, from which country Ha- 
mon is determined to defend Nene, 


BEGAN PALMIST CAREER HERE. 


Cheiro started his: career as a palmtst in 
Chicago.

When Chicago was pretty well plucked 
Cheiro started to swing around what is 
known as “the easy money belt,” finally 
landing in New York. 

During his residence there he amassed 
what was believed to have been a fortune of 
many thousands of dollars, collected for the 
most part from society women in exchange 
for reading the past, present, and future on 
their finely lined palms. Women prominent 
in social circles flocked to the office of Cheiro, 

-and he received $5 for half an hour’s palm 
reading. 


Book. Runs for Ten Editions. 

This was only gone source of his income. 
He issued several books on palmistry, and 
one of them ran for ten editions. Cheiro 
claimed to have read the hands of at least 
one president of the United States and those 
of many other notables. 

As nearly as can be learned Cheiro came 
to this country as a member of Wilson Bar- 
rett’s theatrical company when that actor 
made his first trip to America. Then Cheiro 
was known as John Warner, which probably 
is his right name. He had too strong a per- 
sonality to suit Wilson Barrett, and was 
dropped. In casting about for something 
to do, Warner decided upon palmistry.

PASTOR SLAIN IN HIS CHURCH | 


Dismembered Body, Half Burned, : 7 


Found Cast Into Stoves.: 


NO CLEW T0 THE MURDERER. | ; 


Used in the Escape. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—The dis- 
membered body of the Rev. John J. Car 
michael, a Methodist minister, was found to- 
day partly consumed by fire in the two heat- 
ing stoves of one of his three churches near 
Columbus, in the southwestern part of St. 
Clair county. 

He had been slain in the church, supposed- 
ly with a hatchet and dirk, which were found 
in the church. The pastor and his murderer 
had had a terrific struggle, the interior of the 
church showed. Blood covered the floor, 
the pews, and even the altar. One window 
was broken and chairs smashed. Red stained 
undergarments, later identified as belonging 
to the Rev. Mr. Carmichael, -were torn to 
shreds and scattered about the structure. 

There is absolutely no clew as to the slayer. 
Some think he was a maniac, others suspect 
a sailor, who was seen in the town yestert 
day. Whoever he was, he escaped after 
driving the minister’s horse to Pine River, 
where it was found today. The sailor hae 
disappeared and is being hunted. 


Pastor of Three Churches. 

The Rev. Mr. Carmichael was pastor of 
three churches—one at Adair, one at China, 
and a third at Columbus. He resided with 
his wife and three children at Adair. 

„Lam going to drive to Columbus to ar- 
range a revival,” he told his wife yesterday 
morning. I will be back tonight. 

From that moment all trace of his move- 
ments have been lost. Harly thie morning 
his body was found in hig church at Co- 


lumbus by Myron Brown, one of his parish- 


Without investigating further, Brown fled 
to his home. where he had a key to the 
church. He returned and locked the doors 
and hurried to the village of Hickey, from 
which place he notified the sheriff's office at 
Port Huron. 

The authorities, on their arrival at the 
church, found parts of the dismembered body 
in the two stoves located respectively at the 
front and rear, and discovered in one stove 
the head of what was @pparently a new 
hatchet, the handle of which had been 
burned off. A dirk was also found in the 
church and it is believed that the dirk served 
for the murder, while the hatchet was used 
to cut the body to pieces. 


Body Dragged to Stove. 

„When I entered the church today,“ said 
Prosecutor Brown at Port Huron, “ there 
were two benches, one to the right of the door 
and one to the left, both spattered with 
blood. A window over one of the benches 
was broken as if by a fist and the pane of 
giass was spattered with blood. In front of 
the bench on the right hand side, it would 
appear as if the struggle had been most des- 
perate as the matting in front of it was fair- 
ly saturated with blood. 

„Leading up the center aisle of the church 
there was a trail of blood from one to two 
inches wide, almost to the pulpit, near which 
was one of the stoves in which the bones of 
the pastor’s body were found. It appeared 
as if the murderer had dragged the body 
from the front of the church to where the 
stove is located.“ 

The minister's horse was found today tied 
to a tree in the village of Pine River, the dead 
preacher's overcoat being ‘discovered in the 
buggy. Pine Rivér is a small village near 
Thornton on the main line of the Grand 
Trunk railroad, and fully twenty miles from 
the scene of the murder. 

The Rev. Mr. Carmichael had been in Mich 
igan ten years and for two years had been 
pastor of the three churches at Columbus, 
Adair, and China. He was 52 years old and 
of athletic build.

Barring an appropriation bill, introduced 
by Senator Henry M. Dunlap of Savoy, al- 
lowing $100,000 for the payment 6femployés 
of the assembly, and another introduced by 
Senator Charles F. Hurburgh appropriating 
$33,000 for incidental expenses of the senate 
the first bill of the calendar was Senator 
Edward J. Glackin’s bill appropriating $50,000 
for the relief of the suffering and destitute 
people of southern Italy and Sicily. 

Senator John C. McKenzie announced his 
belief that the bill was unconstitutional, but 
later said he was willing to have it passed if 
the majority saw fit. After some discussion 
Senator Glackin agreed tos have the bill go 
over until tomorrow, with the announcement 
that he will attempt its passage without ref- 
erence to committee. 

Senator Glackin also reintroduced his last 
eession’s bill making an appropriation of 
$200,000 for the location, erection, and man- 
agement of a state Hospital for tuberculosis 
patients. The bill was referred to the com- 
mittee on appropriations. 

Noteworthy changes in the methods of ap- 
peal to the Supreme court of Illindis are con- 
templated in a bill introduced by Senator 
Charles L. Billings and referred to the com- 
mittee on judiciary. It affects cases which 
have been decided upon appeal in the Appei- 
late court. Such cases, the bill provides, may 
go to the Supreme court by a certificate of a 
majority of the Appellate Judges deciding the 
case that the case involves questions of such 
importance that the Supreme court should 
pass upon them. 


Seeks Aid to Solons. 

Senator Jones introduced a bill for the es- 
tablishment of a legislative aid department 
of the state government, to be subdivided 
into @ legislative reference division, both to 
be devoted to the assistance of legislators in 
thé framing of bills. The bill was referred 
to the committee on appropriations.

Flames Cause $500,000 Loss. 

Fire which started in the drying room of the 
fertilizer plant of Darling & Co., Forty-sec- 
ond street and Ashland avenue, caused a loss 
of $500,000 and wae attended by narrow es- 
capes from death on the part of firemen, po- 
lice and spectators before it was under con- 
trod at 9 o'clock. , 

The fire is supposed to have started in a 
pile of bone dust on the first floor. Before 
the arrival of firemen the flames had spread 
to the other floors of the building. 

Two hundred. and fifty employees of the 
company were thrown into a panic and rushed 
for the exits. Several were injured, but 
none seriously, according to the police. 

As the flames reached the third floor five 
tanks containing glue and chemiceale ex- 
ploded and the fire then epread to the four 
story building east of the fertilizer plant 
known as “ Building G.“ which is used as a 
storehouse. 


Chief Horan Takes Charge. 

On the arrival of the first engine companies 
a general alarm was sounded and soon after 
Chief Horan appeared on the Scene and took 
charge. 

About 6 clock the chief noticed a weaken- 
ing at the south well of the fertilizer plant 
and ordered his men to move out of the way. 
Five minutes later the wall. rell. 

Engine’company No. 15 was nearest the wall 
and all of its members were slightly injured.

Frank J. Gorman, Patrick Brennan, John G. 
Monahan, Thomas Geary, Daniel Sullivan, 
Michael T. Kellerbern, Joseph Egneithaler, 
and Drivers Peter B. Carroll and Walter M.

Mise Margaret Daly, a stenographer em- 
ployed in the office of the Darling company, 
fainted at the sound of the first explosion of 
the glue tanks and had to be taken to a phy- 
gician’s office, where she was revived. Sev- 
eral other women employed in the office were 
panic stricken. 

One thousand hogs, to be used as rendering 
material, were destroyed. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock the fire was thought 
to be under control and most of the engine 
des were sent back to their quarters, 
but ft started again an hour later. The re- 
maining firemen with difficulty mastered the 
— Cadeiux, a pipeman of engine com- 
pany No. 8, was struck on the temple by a 
brick. His wound was dressed by a phys- 
icilan and he went to his home unassisted. 

Excitement was caused in the downtown 
district early in the evening when fire on the 
top floor of a four story brick building at 100 
Van Buren street threatened to spread to the 
Pacific Garden mission. The fire startedin a 
pile of rubbish and spread to the roof, re- 
sulting in a loss of $4,000.

Applications for relief can be made to the 
bureau of charities offices. 

The municipal lodging house in Union street 
was crowded with half frozen men, and police 
stations in all parte of the city opened their 
doors to the throng that sought shelter from 
the cold. 

Lodging houses along Clark and West Mad- 
loom streete housed thousands of shivering 
men, and many appeals for assistance were 
made.

Railroad Trains Are Delayed. 


The steam railroads were embarraseed by 
the frigidity which hampered the making 
of steam in locomotive boilers. Alb steam 
roads having suburban t c suffered de- 
lays, especially the Illinois tral and the 
Chicago and Northwestern—the two railroads 
operating the most suburban trains. 

Overland and other long distance trains on 
most of the roads were lete because of the 
cold wave. The Pioneer limited on the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road, due at 
2:45 a. m., did not arrive at the Union sta- 
tion until 2:45 p. m., being six hours late. The 
train from Denver and Omaha on the same 
road was an hour and 4 halt late and other 
trains were delayed. 


Affects Live Stock Trade. 


Live stock traders suffered as the result of 
the cold weather. It was almost impossible 
for locomotives to get up steam; and 41 
though there were 1,458 carloads of live 
stock on the way for the Chicago market 
less than 1,000 of these had been received 
before midday. Traders who had orders 
from eastern points had a great deal of dim. 
culty in securing sufficient supplies to ai) 
their orders in time to have the stock weighed 
and shipped out. Chicago packers were 
vobliged to wait until afternoon to obtain 
their quota of stock.

Mother 
tried to hush the little one to sleep, but not 
an eye would he close until she had taken 
him back to the icy breezes that swept the 
porch. Asa blast of wind struck him he be- 
gan to coo. It required no lullaby to put him 
to sleep, and for two hours he enjoyed the 
below zero slumber. 

The baby, Thomas Fitzpatrick, is the son 
of James Fitzpatrick, a policeman at the 
Harrison street station. A year ago the 
child was puny, and the parents thought 
they would not be able to raise it. On the 
advice of Health Commissioner Evans the 
baby was given its afternoon sleep in the 
open air. This has been kept up summer and 
winter, and the child is now one of the 
healthiest in the city.

AWES EVERY IRISH HEART. 


Michael White Repeats Veracious Ac- 
count Given by His Father. 


“Nagh Geagh Muir Frin —the night of 
the big wind in Ireland. 

This historic event, which occurred seventy 
years ago last night, was celebrated by 
Irishmen the world over with story and song. 
In Chicago, as in every other American city, 
many an Irish family gathered around the 
hearthstone and listened to the thrilling tales 
related by the father or mother of the 
“night of the big wind.” 

Some of the narrators were too 0 
the time of the big wind to Poll rast e 
event. but the story has been handed down 
from father to son and from mother to 
daughter. 

Among the few persons in Chicago able to 
tell a correct story of that memorable 
windy night ig Michael White, 1647 West 
Adams street. 


\ 
Michael White Tells of It. 

“I was 2 years old at the time,” said he, 
and, of course, wae too young to have a 
personel recollection of the event, but I often 
heard my father and mother tell the story. It 
was ‘lfttle Christmas night, Jan. 6, 1839, 
that the big wind swept over the greater 
part of. the province of Munster, doing in- 
calculable damage. The counties of Kerry, 
Cork, Limerick, Tipperary, and Clare, 
through which the big wind ‘traversed, were 
devastated. Hundreds of thatched roofs on 
the houses of the Irish peasantry were ripped 
off by the wind and carried miles distant. 

My father’s house was unroofed and the 
next day they found part of the roof in a 
bog seven miles away. Children and grown 
persons were lifted with their beds and car- 
ried on the wind across moor and reek. 
It was the greatest wind ever known in Ire- 
land, and’ there isn’t a house in Munster 
tonight where the story is not told by some 
one who remembers the event. You know 
the Irish people live to a great age in the 
old country, and there are thousands of men 
and women ¢o tell the story first hand. 


Rapid Flight of Kerry Cows. 

My ftather—God be good to him—used to 
tell about a herd of cows that were grazing 
on McGillicuddy’s reeks when the big wind 
that came in from the heads of Kerry picked 
them up and landed them sixty miles away 
in the golden vein. Ever since then the 
golden vein has been world famous for its 
butter, and i was the Kerry cows that made 
it so. 

Although the central and eastern part of 
Ireland were visited by the wind, the dam- 
age was confined mostly to Munster and 
Connaught. The gale came in from the At- 
lantic, first striking the heads of Kerry and 
then dipping down into Cork. Everything 
before it wae laid to waste. Blessed candles 
were burning in the homes of everybody, for 
at that day the population was principally 
Catholic, and the candles were left over from 
Christmas. That no lives were lost was be- 
lieved to be due to the fact that the candles 


were lighted in honor of the closing night of |

Advocates a High Bore. 

Mr. Ericson argues against trying to build 
the entire subway at once on the grounds it 
would be too costly, would be unnecessary, 
and, above all, would too greatly disturb ex- 
isting conditions. He advocates a high . 
‘just underneath the surface, with the street 
pavement for a roof, and says a double deck 
subway would not only be too costly, but 
undesirable from an engineer's viewpoint on 
account of the trouble it would make with the 
foundations of many buildings. With a 
high subway there would be little of this 
trouble, and what there would be could be 
taken care of easily by retaining walls. Un- 
der the river the subway would have to sink 
pretty low,.and the co would be propor. 
tionately greater, but this, as compared with 
the total, would small and the engineering 
difficulties would not exist. 

The subway Mr. Ericson would build would 
accommodate four tracks, two for elevated 
cars and two for surface ones. He says the 
streets are wide enough. for thisand still fur- 
nish room at the sides for the care of mains, 
wires, sewers, and other underground work 
now under the streets, and care for the 
growth of such subsurface work demanded 
in the future by the growth of the city. I 
would not interfere with subsidewalk space 
by merchants. 


No Downtown Surface Cars. 


The hope is held out that in the business 
district cars can be removed from the sur- 
face entirely. As to providing the money 
the city should not hesitate to lend fts credit 
to the enterprise ae it surely would prove a 
paying investment. Whatever is done the 
city should gee to it that it preserves the 
ownership of the subway and also gives up 
none of its present entrances to the south 
side. 


As to details Mr. Ericson has this to say: . 


“The Illincis tunnel will not interfere to 
any great extent with the subway and its 
public usefulness makes it advisable that it 
be conserved ; 


Provides Transfer 

“Any point in the city should be reached 
without passing through the congested dis- 
trict for any greater distance than neces- 
sary. The use of crosstown cars outside the 
loop in reaching destinations will obviate 
it to a great extent, ag a passenger can take 
a subway car running directly from the dis- 
trict and then transfer. 

Most traffic in the business district orig- 
mates or terminates there and there would 
be no need for transfers if the subwey cars 
traversed the whole district as previously 
suggested. The passage of long distance 
traffic between points outeide the district 
through the subways should be discouraged 
and outside routes arranged, 

The interests of passengers have been 
cared for by providing eight capacious en- 
trances at each station leading to wide vesti- 
bules, from which access to long and wide 
train platforme may be had by short and 
easy flights of stairs.“

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CHINESE REGENT STANDS PAT 


Yuan’s Dismissal Government's 
Business, Officials Intimate. 


WAITING GAME IS PLAYED. 


Tokio and Washington Apparently Op- 
timistic; End in Doubt. 


and Japan ministers are acting upon the 
‘principle that the situation brought about 
by the dismissal of Yuan Shi Kai requires 
a strong attitude on the part of the powers 
and a warning to the prince regent against 
any administrative act that might endanger 
peace. The German, Russian, and French 
ministers appear to be without instructions 
from their governments and are awaiting de- 
velopments. 

Officials of the Chinese government have 
intimated. that inquiries cogcerning the 
treatment of Yuan Shi Kai on the part of 
the legatione would be unwelcome and that, 
moreover, the Chinese government is not 
prepared to receive representations from 
foreign governments on the subject. 


How Regent Dodges Ministers. 

The prince regent is gecure from receiving 
the ministers n audience through 
having set up the téchnical excuse that the 
necéssary regulations for intercourse de- 
tween the prince regent and the ministers of 
foreign governments have not been agreed 
upon. 

The first general reception day of the min- 
istry of foreign affairs since the dismissal 
of Yuan Shi Kai was yesterday. The Amer- 
ican, British, and French ministers called. 
but they did not mention to the receiving offi- 
cialg the situation brought about by the dis- 
missal. The Chinese government and the 
legations seem to be testing each others’ tem- 
pers. 

The legations are about equally divided 
upon whether recent events have endangered 
peace to the extent of justifying collective 
action by foreign governments. The country 
awaits expectantly for further acts of the 
prince regent which may reveal whether hie 


it means a change in the general policy of the 
government. Although numerous causes 
have been assigned for the treatment of 
Yuan Shi Kai the motives are not yet un- 
derstood, 


Yuan Now in Weihwei. 


Yuan Shi Kei has arrived at Welhwei, in 
Honan province, with his family. Ching Yin 
Tang, the former imperial Chinese com- 
missioner in Lhassa, Tibet, has been pro- 
moted to be vice president of the foreign 
ministry in the place of Liang Tun Yun, 
who was a trusted lieutenant of Yuan Shi 
Kal. 

It was learned today that Na Tung and 
another member of the grand council visited 
Yuan Shi Kai yesterday before he left the 
city for Weihweil, but what transpired at 
thie meeting has not been divulged. On Sun- 
day the prince regent sent a messenger to 
Yuan Shi Kal at Tientsin with overtures, and 
this doubtless influenced Yuan Shi Kai to re- 
turn to Peking. 

The regent took this step only after he 
hed learned that Yuan Shi Kai and the 
members of his family had succeeded in 
reaching foreign territory in Tientsin. The 
dismissed councilor took refuge on the Brit- 
igh reservation.

Fear of Serious Disaffection in Bengal

CALCUTTA, Jan. 6.—Reports from Lon- 
don that 3.000 reinforcements, including 
artillery and an Irish regiment, had \eft 
Aldershot for India to aid in suppressing the 
revolutionary movement caused a feeling 
of greater confidence in government cir- 
cles here.

object of preventing these accusations, and as 
a matter of fact their proportion of steel 
properties has slightly decreased, so that it is 
below this 60 per cent, and the acquisition of 
the property in question will not raise It above 
00 per cent. 

But they feel that it is immensely to 
their interest, as to the interest of every re- 
sponsible business man, to try to prevent a 
panic and general Industrial smashup at this 
time, and that they are willing to go into this 
transaction, which they would not otherwise 
go into, because it seems the opinion of those 
best fitted to express judgment in New York 
that it will be an important factor in prevent- 
ing a break that might be ruinous, and that 
this has been urged upon them by the combi- 


nation of the most responsible bankers in 


New York, who are now ‘thus engaged in en- 
deavoring to save the situation. 

But they asserted they did not wish to 
do this if I stated that it ought not to be done. 
I answered that while of course I could not 
advise them to take the action proposed I felt 
it no public duty of mine to interpose any ob- 
jection.

It ie to be hoped that nobody in this coun- 
try takes seriously the projects of reform 
of the house of lords put forward by the 
committee of which Lord Rosebery is chair- 
man. These proposals are purely academic, 
and were they to be put into execution and 
the bestowal of peerages restricted in the 
manner indicated the entire system of par- 
liamentary government would have to be 
changed. 

To government by party. campaign funds 
for party warfare are indispensable. For 
the work of the central organizations—what 
corresponds in this country to the national 
Republican and national Democratic com- 
mittee—cannot be carried on without plenty 
of cash. 

Hitherto the principal means of filling the 
coffers of the party in power, especially on 
the eve of a general election, has been by 
obtaining from the sovereign peerages for 
those who have contributed moat liberally to 
the party’s exchequer. . 

Goores of peerages, the bestowal of which 
in recent years is other wise wholly inexplica- 
ble, have been conferred solely and entire- 
ly in recognition of such subscriptions, rang- 
ing all the way from $200,000-to $500,000, and 
an interesting list might be made of the mem 
bers of the bouse of lords who heve thus ob- 
tained their seats in the upper chamber of 
the national legtelature through coldblooded 
purehase. 

Both King Edward and his predecessor, 
Queen Victoria, have raised objections to 
thig misyse of rewards which should be re- 
served for recognition of services to the state 
and to the nation at lerge, instead of toa 
mere party.

REVIEW OF THE METAL TRADES. 


Tendency Toward Increased Output Not 
Regarded as Entirely With- 
out Misgivings. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6—[Special.]—The Iron 
Age tomorrow will say: 

The monthly pig iron statistics collected 
by the Iron Age indicate a tendency toward 
increased output which may give rise to 
some misgivings. On the first of the year 
there were in operation 230 coke and an- 
thracite blast furnaces, whose weekly ca- 
pacity figured up to 400,894 tons, or at the 
rate of 20,800,000 tons for the year. On the 
ist of December 210 furnaces were blowing 
with a capacity of 381,000 tons a week. 

Among the new producers are the two 
Gary stacks, whose make, of course, does 
not immediately go into consumption. Stil} 
the expansion in output does not appear to 
harmonize well with the reports of the de- 
velopment of activity in the finishing: in- 
dustries. If it were possible to collect 
statistics of the stocks of pig irom at the 
furnaces we would have a better means of 
judging whether optimism has got the bette- 
of the iron makers and whether they are 
not in danger of overdoing the resumption 
to normal. 

The railroad orders particularly are lag- 
ging, and in other channels of consumption 
there is a lack of snap. The Reading order 
of 15,000 tons of rails has not been followed 
by any others of note and the amount of 
car works is moderate. Orders for railroad 
bridge work are scarce.”’ 


Increase in Production. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 6.— The Iron Trade 
Review tomorrow will say: 

The progress which has been made toward 
the resumption of normal conditions in the 
iron business is indicated by the blast furnace 
statistics, which show that the production of 
pig iron for the first half of the year was 
6,789,463 tons, while for the second half the 
production was 8,885,128 tons For Decem- 
ber the production was 1,722,557 tons, an 
increase of 140,243 tons over November. The 
second blast furnace has been blown in at 
the new plant at Gary, Ind. 

In pig iron there has been some activity, 
an inquiry for 10,000 tons of basic being 
current in the Philadelphia district and one 
for 6,000 tons at Cleveland. It has just be- 
come known that several weeks ago one of 
the largest eastern Pennsylvania plants pur- 
chased 60,000 tons of basic. The sale of 10,000 
tons of low phosphorus iron by an eastern 
Pennsylvania interest, made two weeks ago, 
has just been announced. 

“It is reported that the Canadian Pacific 
has placed an order for 20,000 tons of steel 
rails with the Algoma Steel company, but 
the railroads in general are slow in coming 
into the market. 

The city of Chicago has purchased 5.500 
tons of cast iron pipe from the United States 
Cast Iron Pipe and Fouhdry company. Du- 
luth and Minneapolis will soon make con- 
tracts.“

BALK SETTLEMENT PLAN. 


Receiver to Start Proceedings to 
Discover Why Vast Sums 
Were Paid Out. 


Early returns from the inquiry into the A. 
Booth & Co. affairs show startling results. 

The $602,000 which Booth creditors sought 
te unearth by means of court proceedings 
have swelled to something between $1,000,- 
000 and $2,000,000. Moreover, the one master 
> chancery hearing will be followed by a 

dozen others immediately after today’s ses- 
sion befere Master H. W. Booth who, by 
the way, is in no way related to the heads of 
the fish concern which bears the same name. 

While euch proceedings are in progress it 
te promised that some remarkable facta con- 
cerning the inside workings of the big cor- 
poration will come out. Among other things, 
important reasons why the books should have 
shewn only to whom certain large sums were 
paid and not the real purposes of the pay- 
ments will be forthcoming. 

In the meantime the proposed settlement of 
the affaire of the concern by means of an 
agreement between the stockholders’ protec- 
tive committee and the creditors’ commit- 
tee practically fell through. At a secret 
gonference between the stockholders, which 
was held during the afternoon in the office 
of Attorney Henry 8. Robbins, the stock- 
holders practically agreed not to accept the 
proposed plans of the bankers, who repre- 
sent the creditors. 


Letter Sent to Creditors. 

After the conferénce a letter Was sent to 
the creditors in which the committee, al- 
though not rene refusing the offer, in- 

that the proposed settlement did not 
meet with their approval. As the offer was 
looked on by the bankers’ committee in the 


Mont of an ultimatum, and as this is the last 


day in which the stockholders were given op- 

portunity to accept it, it will take quick work 
today “e pateh up any sort of a settlement. 

If no agreement is reached the creditors’ 

proposes to go ahead and organize 

a new company to take over the busmess of 


A. Booth & Co. when it shall be sold under 


proceedings. 

It was learned that the report of the audi- 
tore who went thoroughly into the value of 
reported quick assets were 40 
cents on the dollar. Thie included the cash 
pat salable stuff. In addition the company 

has docks, ships, real estate, and other as- 
sete which after the most liberal scaling 
down was valued at 30 cents, making the to- 
tal assets equal to at least 70 cents on the

assets, leaving the stockholders the physical 
property.

It was hinted that the reasons for the fail- 
ure of the Booth books to specify why these 
sums were paid out were closely related to 
the reasons why Uncle Sam failed to get 
much information in the recent trust pro- 
ceedings against the company. Although 
the creditors care nothing about the proba- 
bility or possibility of unearthing trust evi- 
dence, they are going to stop at nothing in 
their efforts to trace these disappearing for- 


tunes. 

We have every reason to believe that 
much of this money was illegally paid out,’ 
aid Attorney 8. O. Levinson. “I do not 
care to say what evidence we have, but I 
feel certain that we will be able toshow that 
clearly enough at tomorrow's hearing.“
